Sir Henry Thornton 

St. Thomas, Ont. — Sir Henry 
Thornton, president and chairman of 
the Canadian Rational Railways, in 
the course of an address before the 
business men of this city, suggested 
that agents of Soviet Russia should 
steer clear of this country and per¬ 
mit Canadians to build a united, con¬ 
tented and prosperous dominion. 

"This nation is founded upon the 
fine traditions of the Anglo-Saxon 
face; its jurisprudence embraces the 
fine principles of the English law and 
fair play,” Sir Henry said. “We are 
essentially a law-abiding people, and 
we want no element to come in and 
disturb that condition.

The Fukuoka Wireless Receiving 
Station, claimed to be the largest 
of its kind in the East, was opened 
recently. All wireless messages 
from America and Europe will r 
be received there. Work on 1 
Japanese station was begun last I 
August costing over $300,000. The | 
station is equipped with a trans¬ 
mitting apparatus which, however, 
will not be used except in an emerg¬ 
ency. 

During the year 1926 a total of 
$45,563,000 was spent on construc¬ 
tion and maintenance of all pro¬ 
vincial highways in Canada, accord¬ 
ing to computation made by A. W. 
Campbell, Dominion Highway Com¬ 
missioner. Of this total $29,1 
000 was spent on construction and 
$15,987,000 on maintenance of high¬ 
ways already constructed. The total 
mileage of roads involved in th 
aggregate expenditure was 46,824. 

Representing fifty Nebraskan 
families who wish to settle in Can¬ 
ada, a delegation headed by Frank 
Stewart, of Nort Platte, Nebr., 
ferred with C. A. Van Scoy, super¬ 
intendent of the colonization de¬ 
partment of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company at Winnipeg 
order to obtain details regarding I 
suitable tracts of land.

The group proposing to emigrate

The Folksong and Handicraft Fes¬ 
tival held at the Chateau Frontenac, 
Quebec, May 20-22, under the aus¬ 
pices of the National Museum of 
Canada and the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, proved to be 
perhaps the most outstanding musi¬ 
cal event ever held in Canada. Many 
persons from all parts of the con¬ 
tinent gathered at the Ancient Capi¬ 
tal to hear the old songs of French 
Canada and to see the handicraft 
products that are still produced to 
a large extent in Quebec despite the 
modern methods general in almost 
every other part of the Dominion, 

The farthest north settlement In 
the world, Bache peninsula, is cheer¬ 
ed by radio programmes. Situated 
In the Arctic Ocean, 750 miles above 
the Arctic circle, this far-flung out¬ 
post is situated ten and one-half de¬ 
grees off the North Pole, Here there 
is a post of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, the garrison con¬ 
sisting of Sergeant Joy, two con¬ 
stables, and a few Eskimos. From 
November to March they do not see 
sunlight. Their one great pleasure is 
in listening to radio programmes 
from the outside world. 

A unique musical event will take 
place at the Chateau Frontenac, 
Quebec, May 20 to 22, when a folk 
song and handicraft festival will be 
held. The songs will be sung by 
local singers, famous for their 
knowledge of traditional airs of Old 
Quebec. French-Canadian folk songs 
are gaining in popularity through¬ 
out the country since so many of 
them have been translated into Eng¬ 
lish by John Murray Gibbon, of 
Montreal. Charles Marchand, one 
of the outstanding interpreters of 
these old-time songs, will figure 
prominently at the coming musical 
festival. v * * 

President Coolidge’s natal State,
